SHIPPING UNITS AND WEIGHTS: 


1. Plants in WAXED PAPER WRAP are best shipped in units of 60, 100 or 120 
to the box and can be assorted as to varieties. 
The shipping weights are as follows: 


60 Plants in Waxed Wrap to a Box. Approx. weight, 14-19 Ibs. 
100 Plants in Waxed Wrap to a Box. Approx. weight, 25-35 Ibs. 
120 Plants in Waxed Wrap to a Box. Approx. weight, 30-38 Ibs. 


2. Plants in CLAY POTS can only be shipped in the following units, though they 
can be assorted as to varieties.
